ate con verfmg with them (as he did with Mofes) and that 
infpiration was an inwward incitement of th^ fool 
of man, by the operation of the Holy Ghoft with- 
out any bodily perfection or fenfation. 

Cannot God Almighty, by fome vifible ap- 
pearance, convince man of his immediate prefence, hey> nd 
the poflibiiity of a doubt? Cannot he, with or without 
fuch vifible appearani es talk as familiarly, as one man 
converfes with another? Cannot he who formed our minds 
and knows all the ways of accefs to them, draw fuch clear 
a d bright fcent^s and pictures of things on our fancy and 
imagination, whether fleeping or waking, as (hall need 
jio other proof of divinity , but themfclves.

For \i by the vehement and reftlefs fer- 
ment of an urigovernabie paflion we fuf- 
fei our fouls to be made a victim to pride 
and luxury, the confequences are moftly' 
fatal, and there is nothing ttiat can more 
vifibly declare the degeneracy of^ our na- 
ture, and the intidelity of our pi incipl^-s.

him to dilcha. ge his duty , and the vigor 
of his coh/Htuclon was equal in any de« 
gree, to the arduous tafk of governing! ! 
iuch exlenfive dv>minions, he had never i 
fliunned labour, ncr never repined under 
fatigue : That, now when his health was* 
broken, and his growing infirmities ad-^ 
moniihed him to retire : nor was he io 
fond of reigning, as to retain the fceptrfr 
in an impotent handj which was no 
longer able to proteft his fubjcdls, or tc 
render them happy ) that, inltead of 
fovereign worn out with dileaies, an

'Tis true, that the 
jr nature itill advances, and by that 
IS prelerves his diitance and lupcri« 
in the icale of being; but he knows

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pfhich he (lands poffefled at prefent, the 
inferior nature will, at length, mount up 
to itf and fhine forth in the fame degree 
of glory. With what aftonilhment and 
veneration may we look into oar own 
jfouls, where there are f uch hidden (lores 
^virtue and knowledge, fuch inexhauAed 
ilores of perfeftion ? We know not yet 
what we (haJl be, nor will it ever enter 
into the heart of man to conceive the

ot fpiritSy muft be content to know the 
fpirit of God is prefcfnt with us, by the 
ctt'efts it produceth in us. Our o tward 
fenfes are too grofs to apprehend him : 
Jve may however, lee how gracious he is,

Oh 1 Heart - rending 
thought, I want words to fuppoit the i« 
dea of having this decifive fentence pro* 
nouuced by the great judge himfelf ; For 
the Sow of Man fhall come in the ghry of hit 
Father^ with bis Angels : And then be floall 
reward every man according to bis 'woris. 

Secondly, Or what Jhall a man give tn 
fxcbange for bis foul ? 

Devotion is admirably calculated to 
(both our difpofition, by infenfibly lead- 
ing the mind to thofe profpedts which 
calm every murmur of difcontent : Con- 
fequeiitly can you refiedl upon what hath 
been faid in the former part of this dif* 
courfe^and not feel the moft earneft long* 
Ings after a biefled immortality ? Do not 
all other views and defires feem mean and 
rrifling when compared with this ? And 
does not your inmoft heart refolve, that 
this ihall be the chief and conftant ob^ 
lect of its wifhes and purfuit, through 
the whole courfe of your life ? If you arc 
not inieniible to that defire of happiuefs 
which iecms woven in our nature, you 
cannot furely be unmoved by the profpefl: 
of tuch a tranicendent degree of it. and

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tLat continued to aP tternity. Mayka- 
vcnly wiidom direct vou ^n (rudving ti.e 
facred volume, and render it the means ot 
iraking you wife unto falvation. N^ay 
you love and rcverenje it, wh'^ch contains 
the beft rule of life, the cleareft declara^ 
tions of the will and laws of the deity, 
the leyiving afiurance of favour to tn» 
penitents, and the unfpeakable joyful 
tidings of eternal hfe, and happinefs to 
all the truly virtuous, tliro* the merits 
of Jefus ChrifV, the faviour and delivcitr 
of fallen man.

There is, doubtlds,a faculty in fi)irirs, by 
which they apprehend one anotPic:!", as 
our ienies do material objecis, and theio 
is no doubt but our Ibuls, wh.n they are 
difem bodied, or piaced in glonlied bodies, 
will by this faculty, in wlvatever Ipace 
they lefide, be always lenfibleof Divine 
Power. 

It is certain when the heart bleeds 
from fome wound of recent misfortune, 
nothing is of equal efficacy with religious 
comfoit : It is of power to enlighten the 
darkeft hour, and alibage the fevereit 
woe, by the belief of divine favour, and 
the prolpeit of a blclied immortality. In 
luch hopes, the mind exratiatcs with joy, 
and when bereaved of its tai thly friends, 
lolaces itfelf with the thouglits of on^' 
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fHiendf, who will never forfake 
tpptars in the moft ftriking ligh 
high value of the dilcoveries made 1 
^ipcl ; noc only life ^and nnmoi 
Tevealed, Ihit a inediato; with Go 
eovered) mercy proclaimed lliFougl 
to the frailties c^ the penitent, an 



humble \ and his prefence jpromifed 
with them^ when they are paffing 
tlie value of the (hadow of death, in 
to bring them fafe into unfeen haMb 
oi refi zx\Aj<y. 

Here is ground for having the 
with eomfoit and peace. Btvt in 
trying hour, and ievere period, hov 
l^e unhappy man fupport hlmielt, 1 
confcious he has not a£Ved his ps 
he ought to have done, the (ins c 
pad lite arife before him, in fad re: 
birance. He wiihes to exiftafter^ 
yet dreads that exiftence. He cann^ 
whether every endeavou^ vto obtai 
mercy of the Governor of the worM 
not be in vain. All is aWful oblti 
around him, and in the rbldft of e 
doubts and perplexities, the tremi 
reluctant foul, is forced away f ror 
body : Tofucha man^ the night of 
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wHI be fnfpendcd over his head, full oF 
tnifeiy. Let us confider the nature of 
ihe foul itftlf, aud particularly its im- 
materiality, its pailions and fcntinunts^ 
its love of exillence, its horror of anni- 
hilation, and its hopes of in^mortaliiy, 
with that ftcrci latihhirtion v. hi-.h it finds 
in the practice of viitue, and that unca- 
finefs whirh fellows up u tht commifiion 
of vice. I hclupreme litiiij;, whole juiHcc, 
goodnefs, wifdom» and veiacity are all 
concerned in this point 

Among thele, and other arguments, 
for the immortality of the loul, there 
is one drawn from the perpetual progress 
.of the foul to its )>crfe6tion, without a 
|>o(iibility of every aniving at it* Uov7 
can it enter into the thoughts of man, 
that the foul which is capable of fuch 
iiunicnfe perleftions, and of receiving 
licw improvements to all etnnity, IhaU 
fail away ii;to nothinis almoft as foon as 
it is created ? Are luch abilities made for 
no purpoie '^ How can we find that wif- 
dom winch Ihines through all the works 
cf the Ain)ighty, in the furmation of 
iiian> without looking on this world, as 
only aujricry lor the n'j::t>a»;d believing 

liiac 
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ffut tfie levenALgenent«tons of rationaf 
creatures, which nl« «)» and dtfappear 
in iucb qukk Xucceflion^, are only to re- 
ceive their firft j udimciits here, and af- 
^O'wards to be tranfplanted into a moit 
.ftjetKlly climate, wheie they may fpread 
and flourilh to all etanity, Oteacbmtt 
Jiumber ear days^ that itv may apply our btarts 
inn/o vi/detHi for.our time of exiftence in 
:this lijfe is But a littk while : and alter 
idcaii), ouribuls rouft eiuil'to all tter- 
nity, either in a happy tu* a miicrablc 
pQAditioa. 

Hovv diiconfoialeisthe condition of aa 
iptellcSual Being, who is prelent with ha 
^aktr, but at the fen-'e time Fecei«s nff 
extraordinary benefit or advantage froca 
his prcfence : Every particle of matter is 
at>uated by the Almighry Being wbjcli 
|)aiie»thiough it. Tiie heavens andtbc 
cartii, the liars and the planets, jno«* 
and gravitate by virtue of this gceit 
principle within. them. All the dead 
parts are invigorated by the pretence of 
tJieir Creator,, and made capable of ex- 
erting their relpeftive qualities. The ic« 
veiat ii'.itin^s, in the brute creation, do 
Uturwife operate and wQik towards the 
ieverai 
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ftveral ends which arc agreeable to thern^ 
bv this dWine energy. Man onlv, who 
does not co operate with his holy fpirit, 
and IS inattentive to his prefenjc, receiveg 
noneof thele advantages from ir, which 
are pcrfe^ti ye of his nature, and necefTary 
to his well-being. The divinity is with 
him and in him, and every where about 
him, but of no advantage to him. It is 
indeed impoflible for an infinite Being to 
remove hjmfelF from any of his creatures, 
but though he cannot withflraw his el- 
fence from us, which would argue an 
impcrfeftion in him, he c^u withdraw 
irom us all ihc joys and confolations of 
k. His prefcnce may, perhaps, be nc* 
ceflary to fupport us in our cxiftence ; 
■but he may leave this exigence to itlelf ; 
with regard to it happinefs or milery.— 
For, in this (enfe, he may caft us away 
from his prefcnce> and take his lioly I'piiit 
from us. 

This fuigle confideration one wo'Wd 
idiiuk fufticient to make us open our hearts 
to all thofe eiiuiions ot joy and glidp.els 
which are fo near at hand, and rcad> to 
be poured in upon us.. We may aflure 
Ourielvc3^ tiiat the great Autl\uv* u( w^^< \^ 
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win nor. ilwavs be as one, who h indiflfe-* 
rUit to any of his creatures. Thofe who 
will not feel hitn in his love, will be Aire 
at len<>;th to feel him in his difplealure. 
And how dreadful is the condition of 
that cieature, who is only feniible of the 
Being of his Creator by what h^ fufters 
from hin^ ! He is as ellentially prefent in 
Hell as in Heaven : but the inhabitants 
of thofeaccniTed places behold him only 
in his wiath,aiid flirink within the flames 
to conceal thenilelves from him. It is 
not in the power of imagination to con- 
c:'ive the fearful effects of Omnipotence 
inrenfal. 

But 1 Ihall confider the wretchedneft* 
of an inttllcflual Being, who, in this^ 
life, lies under the diipleafure of him, 
that at ajl nmes, and all places, is inti- 
mately united with him. He is able ta 
d fq Met the foul, and vex in it all its 
faculties* He can hinder any of th'^ 
gieateft comfort of hfe trom refreihing 
us, and give an edge to every one of the 
liightclt calamities. Who then can bear" 
tlie thcut^ht of being an out-calt from 
h.s prelciice; that is, from the com fort 
ot it J or of f teUrvg \v ov\\>j vvv \xs icrrors^ ? 
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Row pathetic is that expoftulation of Job, 
for the real trial of his patience, when he 
nras made to look upon himfelf i i\ this 
leplorable condition ! fTiy bafi tboufet mi 
u a markagainA tbee^ fo that lam become m 
\urdin to mrfelf f But, as before obferv- 
sd, how happy is the condition of that 
intelle£tual Being, who is fenfible of hia 
Maker's prefence from the fecret eife^ 
of his mercy and loving kindnefs. 

Though your fins be many, God has 
provided a ranfom for ye, the blood of 
Jefus Chrift cleanfeth from all tranfgref- 
fions* Tho' your natures be exceedingly 
corrupted, his holy (pint is able to heal 
voii, if ye do not wilfully refift and grieve 
him. ProfT. i. 23. Turn ye at my repnof: 
heboid I will pour my fpirit unto you. Ifaiah 
ii I S^Jbo* your Jim be a^fcanet^ tbey/hall h 
us white as f now ; tbo t bey be red like crim^ 
ftm, ibeyjhall be as wool. In ihort, no- 
thing but youi' own wilfulncfs and final 
lmi)enitency can be your own ruin. Con- 
fider what God expedts from you in com* 
pliance with the methods of his grace, 
namely, that from a deep fenfe of yo.i#r 
paft tolly, and a believing appreheiiAoa 
of his mei cy and goodnels in Chriit,^ *jc

BJawtBe trumpet in Zion^ fanSify a fajl^ 
cull ajolemn ajjembly, 

THE verfc that is here chofen for 
my text was written by the prophet 
Joel, who was the fon of Pethuel, of the 
tribeof Rueben, and a native of Beth- 
2ioran« His ftyle in writing is very fub- 
lime, nerToud, and animated, and his 
diftion very graceful and becoming ; as 
his prophecy confifls ch>efly of an exhor* 
tation to repentance, as well as a pro* 
tnife of temporal and celeftial rewaid.> to 
true penitents. 

Our b:efled Lord and Saviour com- 
manded us to pray, for nothing can be a 
^ eater dif grace to realon than chat men 
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who arc pcrfuaded of the two different 
ftates of Being (hould be perpetually \ 
cm'Moyed in providing tor a life erf three- ] 
icore years and ten, anil neglecting to ! 
make piovifion for that, which, after 
many myriads of vears, will be ftillnew, 
and ftill beginning i efpecially when wc 
confider that our endeavours tor making: 
ourftlves great, or rich, or whatever elfe j 
we place our happineis in, may, after all» 
j)rove unfuccelsf ul ; whereas, if by prayer 
and other exercife of devotion, we coa- 
Aantly and fmcerely endeavour to make ' 
ourlelves happy in the other life, wc art 
fuie that, our endeavours will fuccecdy 
aiKl we (hall not be diiappointed of oar 
hopes. 

But when the choice we afVually have 
before us, is this, whether we will chufc 
to be happy only for the fpace of thrce- 
feore years and ten, nay, peihaps only of 
twenty, or ten years, I might lay only of 
a day, or an hour, and miferable to all 
cternit;, cr on the contrary, milcrable 
for thefe very Ihoit term of years^ 
and happy for a whole etcinity ? IP'bat 
icords are fuffident to exprejs that jolly and 
%iint oj conjidaaUon^ 'ulub iujutku atje 

maka 
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Waf^ts fiich a wrong choice? Every wife 
xnatf will, confider this lite only as it may 
conduce to the happMiei of the otlier, and 
cheerfully facrilice the pleaiuies of afevr 
years to thofe of eternity. 

So much as the (bul is fuperior, and 

more pure than the body, fo much are 

the pleafures and gratifications of that 

more exquiiilely delicious Being than 

thofe that arife from corporeal objeils. 

But of all the pleafures of the foul, thofe 

that it receiveth from the communicatione 

of God to it, in die exercifes of devotion 

are incomparably thchigheft and mjfl 

afie^ing. We may fpcak of pleafures 

and enjoyments, hut no man ever truly 

found them, till he came acquainted witU 

God| and was made fenfible of his love^ 

and a pai taker of his fpiritual favours* 

and lived in an entire f riendihip and 

communion with him^ which is expref« 

fed and maintained by prayer, and other 

exercifes of devotion* We cannot too 

mueh admire the dignity and honour we 

receive in having leave given us at all 

times to approach into the prelcnce of 

the Kmg of the world, that we finful 

duft and alhes fhould be permitted to 

fpeak

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fpeak to fo tranfcendcnt a m?\jcfl:y ! Tai 
o{>en all our wants» to acquaint hin 
with all our cpnccmments^ to make 
known every thou^,ht of our hearts, aud 
eveiy affair of our lives to him ; befidet 
It IS th^ beft antidote in the world, a- 
gainft all our diiappointmcnts, and vcx« 
ations that we can meet with, againft 
every ungrateful and difpleafing accident 
that comes upon us in the courfe of oar 
ti\'cs. Hence by frequent prayer he is 
enabled to bear all things patiently, and 
is ftrongly fupportcd with becoming for- 
tityde and refii;nation. 

Let me yet fpedc more feelingly ta 
you ; do any of you htre prefenty in good 
earneft, mean to live as you Ihohld do? 
Do you really intend or defire to endea- 
vour after inch a degree of virtue and 
holinefs, as will be available foi the fav« 
ing your fouls everlaftingiy ? If you do 
not, it is in vain to attempt perfuading 
you to any thing of the nature ; if you 
do, tlien give me leave to tell you, that 
it is abfolutely nejellary that you Ihould 
live in daily exeicife of prayer* Our 
whole duty is but made up of three 
iliini^s, that a man i\vQ Joi?er/y with reipcft 

to 
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to hitrfelf, rigbteoujly with refpe<?V to Ws 
neighbour, and pioujlv with refpctt to 
God. Our duty is caiily underftood, and 
wore cafilv ncgleftec*. Suppofing now 
that a pc'fon take caic of the two for- 
mer, yet, if he make r.oconfcierceof pi- 
cty towards God, he is a notorious tranf- 
greflor, tho* lie be not unjuft — tho* he 
4c not debauched, yet wanting piety he 
is impious Hence there is no living a 
Itoly and virtuous life, without the giace 
of God, and the aflillance of his holy 
ipirtt 

St. Mark, chapter xt and verfes 25, and 
26, the Apodk exhorts thoie who Itand 
praying to forgive it they have ought a- 
gainft any one , that your heavenly Fa- 
ther may forgive you your trefpafTes, but 
if yc do not forgive, neither will your 
keavenly Father forgive your trefpafles.

But this is to be und^^rllood of prayer, 
that is to be put up to God with great 
ferioafneTs, and out of a {^twit oi deui^y 
and confcience. But formal pray^i*^ 
which arc made to fcrve lomc worldly 
intereft or reputation, or the like ; lomc 
perfons rcfpe£t them no more than tiic 
Impertinent tattle of the unwife 

I cannot perceive any realon why pray- 
ing or preaching extempoie (or without 
book) may not be acquired by clofe ap« 
plication, as well as other arts and 
idences. A man of education, with a

Let not him whc 
fyem judge him ra(hly that prays 
pore, and on the other hand, let 
who prays extempore cenfure or 
him who ufes a form of prayer, 
every one has not an equal gift o 
tion. 

St. Paul has bid us put up pra] 
fupplications, and interceuions 
men, efpedally for kings, and all 
in authority. Doth he make an) 
ticn, any diAin6tion what kings, 
perlbns in authority we are to p 
and what not ? Doth he not t 
iay, we muft pray for all men. 
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tn that are in authority ? And cloth not 
the reafon of his exhortation imply a% 
much, if his words did not ? Namelyt 
that we may lead quiet and peaceable 
fifes, in all holinjefs and honefty. 

David's manner was to pray feven times 
a day. And Daniel took himfelf fo much 
to the frequent praAice ot this duty, that 
rather than break his cuftom of perform* 
uighis lolemn devotions three times a 
i?ay, he would expofe himfelf to the den 
ctf lions. Daniel's prayer is the ninth 
chapter of his prophecy j which 1 earn* 
feftly beg of you to read attentively, O 
Loriif the great ana dfeadful God^ thou 
keefe/i the covenant^ and Jfjewefl mercy to 
fbem that love tbee^ and to them that keep thy 
Commandments.

her hiifband. No^wilhftanding fhe lived 
in fin, yet he rqrfls her not, but fpcakf 
to her in lecret, he would not have any 
•f his difciples by> and (hews much caie 
aiid defire of her falvation. For they 
v»ho would win fouls to God mud plainly, 
and particularly difcover to men their 
linis, with as much wifdom and love as 
they can, and this is the ciiief partof the 
office, and duty of a minifter, &c. in 
Autbortty^ that the party may fee himfelf 
and his own fin touched^ and laid open 
before him in a dear light, a& if drawn 
vpon a map.

Doei 
not this fin abound in towns where the 
jofpcl is powerfully preached ? There is 
no fin that Ss fo diredtly oppofite to lanc- 
tification and holinefs ! it quenches the 
fpirit, dulls and baniflies all grace out of 
the heart ; and there is no fin which is 
committed with fo much deIio;ht and 
pleafure ; of comie, the more bitterueie . 
Ihall tliey find in iheirconfciences. 

Therefore, by the weapons of our war- 
fare (holy fcriptuies) fliall mention thofe 
thoughts or imaginations whereby Satan 
deceives men in this cafe, and hardens 
them in this fin, and thefe weapon* wiU 
be mighty thro' God to caft dOWn ftrong 
holds, iy the iDords oftby /t^J, fays David, 
2 have kept me from the paib* ^j ihe deitroy^. 
How common is thia fin among fu'ch as 
arc of chief credit ? Yes, arc not marty 
-many profeflbrs faulty in this rclpeft? 
Are there not preachers that will commit 
this fin and worfetoo?

firaetb Kjrgs, Pro. x«i, ;. God plagues 
men in their poilerity for this fin. Prov. 
VI, 3^, Be/biaUJbia dijhonour, end bii re' 
\troa(bfl)alt n»! tie put tfwtfy. God plagues 
ODu/iO ioi thi& bu. Gen. XX, i8. He 
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fi^t up et'ery womb cf the Houfe of Mimilfcb 
Ifcaufe of Sarah. As' ready as the Lord i^ 
to forgive, yet he cannot pardon or for- 
give any, nnlefs upon their unfeigned re- 
pentance: conlider the danger we have 
Drought the party unto, with whom we 
have committed this fin i f?r though the 
fornicator were fure God would give him 
grace to repent j yet it mull be a trouble 
to his conicien je, except the party he hath 
drawn into this (in, hath truly repented 
as well as himfelf. 

Again, thofc who ufe immoral talk 
and fongs, and take delight in the too 
foolifli cuftom of fcunelous jefts and evil 
communications, as. well as let at nought 
all good example, and make fuch perfods 
as Wi'uld do their duty, and obferve 
;ood order, the fubje6t of their ridicule, 
' )r inch filthy difcourfe defile the man, 
and difcovers a barrenefs of mind, a vain 
humour, and a lazy difpofition. Mo- 
defty is expe^ed ot women, and when 
juftly applied, it is to other virtues like 
a (hade in a pi6lure that fets off and enw 
livens other beauties, befides command- 
ing admiiation and applaufe. In com^* 
mon couvcrfation no man Ihouid fay any 
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Ihing to put another to ihc bluih, cl|.% 
jiialh before a public company ; aitd yet' 
it U done in two different ways. As 

Firft, When He ex^xjfe the faults of 
pui* neighbourii and makes them objects 
of ridicule to all thole ^ho arc picieiiti 
this conduct in any one is t* uly dial>oii« 
cal, becaule it i*iitatcs the paliions of 
thepcrfon againil whom it is levelled, 
and it very feldom promotes any good 
end. 

Secondly, When women are prefenti 
we aie not to niake ufe of any expref* 
fions, that maY pat them to the bluih» 
but be modeft in all our words as wcU at 
actions. 

There is nothing that can appear fb o« 
dious to a man otfenfibility, as to hear 
obfcene wretches endeavouring to coiiupn 
the minds of youth, by mentioning fuch 
things as are not proper to be talked of. 
—To expofc the faults of our iieigh* 
hours before others, is one of the bafeft 
actions that can be committed, and very 
wretched muft the mind of that man be, 
who takes pleafure in putting an inno- 
.<cnt woman totlieblulh. 

It would rca\\^avi^^x«^^w\an, and put 
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him upon admiring Gdd> patience, that ■ 
he dotn not prefcntly confound the world 
if he did ferioufly rcfleft on the many 
filthy lewd fpceches and aftion^, the' nu- 
merous wicked intrigaes ot luft, the infi- 
nite whoredoms and adulteries that are 
witlioutuny fenfe of fhame» daily car- 
lied on, and a6led iambng us, and that by 
perfbnstoo that have the face to (hew 
themfelvesat eurholyaflemblies. 

Name any nation that was ever re- 
markable for ju/Hcc, for temperance and 
fcrerity of manners, for piety and reli- 
gion, (tho* it was in the wrong way ) that 
did rot always thrive and grow great in 
the ^ orld ; and that did n^t always enjoy 
a plentiful portion of all thofe thing.^ 
which are accounted to make a nation 
happv and floiirifhing. Andon the o* 
ther hand, when that nation has declined 
from its former virtue, and grown im- 
pious or diflolute in manners, we appeal 
to experience, whether it has not likewise 
pi oportionably funk in its luccefs and 
good fortune. 

I am fui e, any one that will be at the 
pains to read either the Greek or the 
Roman^ or even the Turkiih hiftory,will 

U J \SNKK^ 
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meet withr matter enough there to fat'uf^ 
hind of the truth ok this obfervation.^' 
But I confine myfett to the fcripture, and 
that the hiftory of the Jews is the moft 
jemarkable. Now in that Hiftory every 
degree of public vicct and departure from 
virtue or God*s laws, was always punt(hed 
with pablic judgments : And on the o-» 
ther hand« every degree of public repent- 
ance and reformation was alwiyfi rewarcU 
ed with public happinefs and profperity. 
fo that any one that could make a right 
(Utimate of the morals of that nation^ 
and how it flood as to virtue and vice $ 
might conftantly make a judgment . how 
it would fair with them as to their out- 
ward temporal afiaij s. 

It is as eafy to God to faveby a few as 
by a many* The walls of Jericho, at his 
cunimand, fell down flat, only at the 
^und of Rams Horns. And when the 
city of Samaria was beiiegcd, and brought 
into the greatcft extremity that was poi- 
fible, io that women even ate their own 
children, vet hi one night, God, by an 
unaccountable terror, which he Aruck 
into the hearts ot the enemies, raifed the 
liege, Ai^d iucii plenty was ieft in their 

camp 
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campi that every one of the bcfiegcd had 
wherewitht not only td fatisf y his huti« 
fi;er» but to enrich himielf. Only that 
Nobleman that would not believe this 
when it was foretold by the prophet, did 
not live to tafte cf the fn>its of God AU 
mi§hty*s vi£loiy, being trodden to death 
in the crowd. 1 here it no judgment 
threatened to any nation in the holy fcrip- 
ture, but it is upon account of their fins 
and wicked nefs they were g ilty of, which 
fins if they rrpented of, fo repented of as 
to forfake them, they might then find 
mercy. Jo/hua vi, 20« 2 Kingt^ vii. ch. 
And we find in fafl, that God always 
dealt with people and nations according 
to hit divine wifdom. God hath folemnly 
denounced deftrudlion to the city of Ni- 
niveh, by his prophet, and that within 
forty days, but upon the repentance of 
the Ninivites, and turning to God with 
all their hearts, he reverfed hi« fen** 
tence, (tho' to the great difcontent of the 
prophet) and gave them a further time r 
lie waited long for the rcpenranceof the 
Canaanitcs, but would not deftroy them, 
becaule their fins admitted a place for re- 
pentancet«-«-»But when their ini^oities

T he re appears to be no other (Hfierence 
between the hi (lory of God's dealingwith 
his own people, the Jews, and that of o- 
ther nations, but this : that in ether na* 
tiohs the pt3blic events that happened, 
whiidicr gocd or bad, though the}' were 
' - "■ taken 
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thktfn nf>ttce of, yet they pafitd without 
any reflection on the true cauks from 
whence they proceedal. The hiltonans 
did indeed often lay thei*- f ^^gers ligh ly 
ii)x>n the immediate vifibic outvvant occa- 
fions or means, or inArumLnts, fn^m 
whence their good or had fortune wat 
derived to them. £ut they fea.ched no 
iurthcr. 

They conlicered only fccond caufes^ 
and took no great notice of the firft and 
principal caufe of all tkings» God AU 
mighty, and his influencing human air 
f^irs. They left God, in a great meafurc 
out of their hypothefis, and out of thcif 
hiftory But now that the world niight 
be awakciied to a more hearty belieff, and 
fcnfc of hit providence, God took care to 
Angle out that nation thejewi; and in 
them to give us a true platform of hit 
dealingt with all the nationt throughout 
the world. And for that purpofe he or- 
dered, that all the great ftrokes, both of 
their departure from God, and of their 
return to him, and likewile of the gov^d 
or bad f oi tune« that did at any time befall 
that nation, ihouUl be faithfully re«^ 
giftered, and the ti ue caufes of them juftly 

aiiij^i.cd 5 
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tfligned : that all mankind might from 
thence receive inftruftkon how they 
ought to behave themfelves towards God, 
and what according to their different be-» 
iiaviours they were to expeft. 

It is obvious, that virtue 9nd religion 
lay the lured foundation for all thofe 
bledings wherein the happinefs of a na- 
tion doth confift that is poflible ; both by 
making the Magiftrates to govern well, 
by rendering the people ealy to be go* 
vemed. Ai^ likewife by iujrnifhing both 
the eovemors and the governed with fuch 
kind of principles as cannot fail with the 
bleffing of God, to produce peace, 
plenty, and other forts of profperity in a 
nation. 

It is alfo obvious, that all vice, wicked* 
nefs, profonenels, and impiety, do low 
the word feeds in the world, for the dil- 
folvingand breaking inpieces all focieties^ 
or at leafl, for the fo weakening them, 
that they ihall tither be in a veiy low 
wretched condition among themftlves, it' 
they have no enemic-, or if they have 
any, become an eafy prey to the next 
invader. 

To conclude, Every bleffing we enjoy, 

by 
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hy what meant (berer it is deriTed^ ia 
the gift of him who is the Author of all 
goodnefs, and the Father of Mercies.-— 
What can I fay, that can avid any thin^ 
to the (cnfatiorts you feel ? No power of 
^ ^guagt can make the fcene more touc. # 
ing than it appears in the plain and fim« 

Ele narrations of the Evangelifts. The 
eart that is unmoved by it, can fcaicely 
be termed human : but the emotions of 
tendernefs and compun6tion, which aU 
moft every one muft feel in rending the 
account of our Saviour's fufFcrings^ and 
death If cannot but infpire you with 
a fincerc and warm afFeftion towards him 
and firm refolation to obey his com- 
mands i to he his faithful difciple, and 
ever to renounce and abhor thofe fin* 
which brought mankind under condem- 
nation, and h'oai whicli we have been le- 
deemed ai lb dear a i ate.

His fpirit is now fcec. from guile, and 
his former iniquities will be remembered no 
more.
